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AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE UNITED KINGDOM AND 

JAPAN. 

(Signed at London, July 13, 1911.) 



Preamblk. 

The (iovernnient of Great Britain an<l tlie Government of Jnpnii, 
havinir in view the important changes wliich have taken place in the 
situation since the conclusion of tlie Anji^lo-Japanose A»xrcenient of 
tlie i:^th Augu-st, 1905, and believing that a revision ul that Ajgree- 
ment responding to such chants would oonitribute to general sta- 
bility and repose, having agreed upon the follovring stipulations to 
replace the Agreement above mentioned, such stipulations having 
the same ol)ject as the said Agrecmont, namely: 

(rf) The consolidation and niiintenanee of the general peace in 
the regions ot Kastcrn Asia and n\' India. 

(b) The preber\ aUun of the cuiiiuion interests of all Powers m 
China by insuring the independence and integrity of the Chinese 
£m])ire and the principle of equal oppoiiunities tor the commerce 
and industry of all nations in China. 

(/*) The maintenance of the territorial rights of the High Con- 
tracting Parties ii> the i''e<5ix>n^|(^ Eastern Asia and of India, and 
the defense of their speciai nitcrests in the said regions; 

Articub I. 

It is agreed tliat ^vhcnc\eI^ in the o})inion of either Great Britain 
or Japan, any of tlie rights and iiitci-c>t< referred to in the preamble 
of tliis Agreeuit:nL, ure m jeopardy, the two Governments will com- 
municate with one another fully and frankly, and will consider in 
common the measures which should be taken to safeguard those 
menaced rights or interests. 

AnrirTiE II. 

Tf })}■ reason of uni>rovoked attack or aggres'^ive action, wherever 
arising, on the part of any Power or Powers, either High Contract- 
ing Party should be involved in war in defense ot its territorial 
rights or si>ecial interests mentioned in the j^reamble of this Agree- 
ment, the other High Contracting Pai*ty will at once come to the 
assistance of its ally, and will conduct the war in common, and make 
peace in mutual agreement with it. 

Abticle III. 

The High Contracting Parties agree that neither of them will, 
without consulting the other, enter into separate ai rangements with 
another Power to the prejudice of the objects described in the pre- 
amble of this Agreement. 
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AxnouIV. 



8hon1(l either High Contracting Party conclude a treaty of general 
arbitration with a third Power, it is agreed tliat nothing in thif 
Agreenaent shall entail upon sucli Contracting Party an obligatior 
to go to war with the Power with whom such treaty of arbitration 
is in force. 



The conditions undei which armed assistance shall be afforded by 
either Powei* to the other in the circumstances mentioned in the pres- 
ent A irieemcnt. and the ni("n)s Itv wliioh such as^sistance is to be made 
available, will be arranged by the Naval and Military authorities of 
the High Contracting Parties, who will from lime to time consult 
one another fuUy ana freely upon all questions of mutual interest. 



The pie.M'iit A<zreement shall r*mie into effect iniiiuMliately after 
the date of its signature, ami remain in force for ten yell's from that 
date. 

In case neither -of the High Contacting Parties should have noti' 

fied twelve months before tlie expiration of the said ten years the 
intention of terminating it, it shall remain binding until the expira- 
tion of one year from the day on wliich either of the High contract- 
ing Parties shall iiave denounced it. But if, when the date fixed 
for its expiration arrives, either ally is actually engaged in war, tiie 
alliance shall, ipso facto, continue until peace is concluded.

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AGREEMENT BETWEEN FRANCE AND JAPAN. 
(Agreement In regard to the continent of Aaia,* June 10, 1907.) 



The Government of His Majesty the Kmpemr of Japan and the 
<jovernment of the French Republic. aniniutcHl by the de.siro to 
strengthen tlie relations of amity oxistiiii^ In't woen tlieni, and to re- 
move from those rehitious all cause of niisuiulerstanding for the 
future, have decided to conclude the following Agreement: 

"The Governments of Japan and France, b^ins agreed to res|^>ect 
the independence and integrity of Cbina. as well as the principle 
of equal treatment in that country for the conmierce and subjects 
or citizens (i. e., ressortissants) of all nations, and having n special 
interest in having order and a pacilic state of things guaranteeil 
especiallj^ in the regions of the Chinese Empire adjacent to the 
territories where they hare the rights of sovereignty, protection or 
occupation, engage to support each other for assuring the peace and 
fjecurity in those regions, with a view to maintaining the respective 
situation and the territorial rights of the two Contracting Paities 
in the (Continent of Asia." 

In witness whereof, the Undersigned: His Excellency Monsieur 
Kuiino, Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary of His 
Majesty, the Emperor of Japan to the President of the French Ke- 
public, and His Excellency Monsieur Ste })hen Pichon, Senator, Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, authorized by their respective Govem- 
mentSy have signed this Agreement and have affixed thereto their 
seals.
